Violent Hailstorm 
MUCH DAMAGE DONE 


On 
most 
has visited 


Thursday evening the 
destructive hailstorm that 
the Western Section 


of the Irrigation block since it’ 


wa. first settled cut a swath three 
mies wide almost from end to 
end of the block, destroying many 
crops, breaking windows, and 
geuerally creating havoc. 

It was noted on Thursday 
evening that the sky was thund- 
ery, but as thail is seldom exper- 
ienced in the night, it was felt 
that no harm need be anticipa‘ed. 
But just at 10.30, amid almost 
coxtinuous flashes of lightning, 
and considerable wind, the sky 
opened, and the hailstones that 
came down in the first few min- 
utes were as large as hens’ eggs. 

Ihere storm entered the block 
west of Keoma, and swept 
through north Dalroy and South 
Carlton. It then came through 
the Strathmore district affecting 
the crops for two miles north and 
one south. It then went north 
of Namaka, and from there pass- 
ed inte the Indian Reserve. An 
offshoot of th: storm entered 
Carseland district, and damaged 
the crops of several farmers near 
there, 

The damage down ranged all 
the way from 10 to 100 per cent, 
and some farmers have had their 
crops completely wiped out. 
Several cattle were killed, Mr Ole 
Woldum reporting that he had 
lost five. The Town of Strath 
more felt the full fury of the 


;storm, and almost every window 


with an expcsure to the north 
or west was broken. The King 
Edward Hotel lost 50 panes, the 
School 30, and other buildings in 
proportion, Atthe C.P.R. Farm 
2000 greenhouse panes’ were bro 
ken, 

Probably the heaviest sufferer 
was the Strathmore Farm Com- 
pany of which Mr E. E. Green is 
manager. Mr Green had 2200 
acres in crops, and estimates that 
he has lost 1200,
